Dean Vannutelli 
thereupon asked the new Pontiff 
what name he would take during 
his pontificate, and upon his reply 
“Pius XI,'* Monsignor Sincero, sec­ 
retary of the conclave, verified his 
election to the papal chair. 
The new pope then was escorted 
to the antQ-foom within the Sis­ 
tine chapel, where he discarded his 
cardinal robes assisted by the con­ 
clavists and the papal vestments 
were placed upon him. 
The pontiff fully dressed with the 
papal garb, and accompanied by 
his cardinals, thereupon returned to 
the throne he had occupied in the 
Sistine chapel.

(By the Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.— The his­ 
tory making conference on fimita- 
tion of armaments and far eastern 
qiKVtions came to its end today with 
the signing of treaties and a fare­ 
well address by President Harding. 
The final adjournment was taken 
at 11:13 o’clock. 
With its work characterized by 
Mr. Harding as ‘‘the first deliberate 
and effective expression of great 
power, in the 
consciousness 
of 
peace, of w ar’s utter futility,” the 
conference went to its niche of his. 
tory to awalt the judgment and de­ 
velopment of the future. 
In the great assembly hall of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu­ 
tion where all the open sessions 
have been held, the delegates of 
the nine nations assembled machcd 
in turn to the base of the great 
green base table and affixed their 
signatures to the treaties and agree­ 
ments which are all parts of the 
structure built to lift from a war­ 
worn world the burden of excessive 
naval armaments, to provide the 
peace of the Pacific, to give a new 
bill of rights to China and to re­ 
move from the fa r'east, particularly, 
the clouds of war. 
Audience d ic ers Signing 
And as delegates 
affixed 
their 
signatures as plenipotentiaries pledg­ 
ing the honor of their respective 
nations to the good faith of the 
settlements agreed upon, the great 
audience expressed the hopes of the 


I world in its loud and prolonged 
applause. 
At the conclusion of the cere­ 
mony of signing, President Harding 
delivered his address formally clos­ 
ing the conference as he formerly 
| had opened it a little more than 
twelve weeks ago. 
The president as he read slowly 
from his manuscript, frequently was 
hailed by waves of applause. Ile 
finished speaking at 11:00 o’clock 
and then delegates and spectators 
bowed their heads as a benediction 
was pronounced. 
There was long applause when 
President Harding digressed to say: 
“While the settlement of the far 
eastern questions was not of direct 
import to the United States, we re­ 
joice in common with the world that 
an understanding has been reached. 
“This conference has wrought a 
truly great achievement,” said Presi­ 
dent Harding, in his address. “It is 
t hazardous sometimes to speak in 
superlatives, and I will be restrained. 
But I will say, with every confidence 
that the faith pledged here today, 
kept in national honor, wiil mark 
the ‘beginning of a new and better 
effort in human progress. 
0 Nations Fight War. 
“Stripped to the 
simple 
fact, 
j which is the special act that has 
inspired a new hope for the world 
—gathered about this table, nine 
great nations of the earth— not all 
to be sure, but those mostly directly 
concerned with the problems at hand 
— have met and conferred on ques­ 
tions of great impoit and conm an 
concern, on problems menacing their 
peaceful relations, on burdens threat­ 
ening common peril. In the reveal­ 
ing light of public opinion of the. 
world, 
without 
consideration 
of 
sovereignty, without im p ro p rie ty 
j nations, without offended pride, a 
solution has been found in unani­ 
mity and

(By th* Associated Pm*) 
BERLIN, Feb. 4.—Another issue 
of United State Confederate money, 
in $10 bills, has been put on the 
market in Germany, and several 
prominent merchants have been vic­ 
timized to the extent of thousands 
of dollars. Scores of others have 
accepted the bad bills in smaller 
amounts. 
A few months ago the Confed. 
crate money, suspiciously bright and 
clean, was passed quietly around to 
unsuspecting shopkeepers 
and

even a few visiting Americans who 
displayed carelessness 
in 
making 
change. At that time a warning was 
issued by the banks and the news­ 
papers advising readers to use dis­ 
cretion. 
The latest known victim is a 
merchant who sold a bill of goods 
for $900 in cash and accepted the 
Confederate currency. He anneal* * 
to the American Association 
o. 
Commerce and Trade in Berlin. 
The Association, as a result of 
these raids on German marks and 
Oennan goods by the Confederate 
money vendors, has issued a warn­ 
ing to its clientele, declaring “the 
on^y way to avoid such losses is to 
affect all payments for goods thru 
a band, especially where foreign 
currency comes into question." 
German merchants recently also 
have been accepting counterfeit Ger­ 
man 50-mark notes, many of which 
are still in circulation although the 
police succeeded in capturing the 
counterfeiters.

“ That efficient and uninterrupted 
transportation is indispensable to 
the public welfare. 
“That the carriers and their em­ 
ployes jointly owe such transporta­ 
tion to the public. 
“That the Federal Government has 
the right, as a matter of contract, 
public policy and police power, and 
owes to the people the duty to in­ 
sure such transportation.

“That, if railway employes ar© 
deprived, for the promotion of the 
common good, of the legal right to 
strike, some other remedy of equal 
or superior efficacy must be pro­ 
vided.” 
“Speaking in general terms, only 
two plans have ever becto devised 
for the settlement of railway labor 
ontroversies,” continues Mr. Hooper. 
“ These are: By economic war-—the 
strike, by adjudication. I purpose­ 
ly omit mention of such expedients 
as mediation, voluntary arbitration, 
etc., in their varying forms. The 
difference between the strike and 
adjudication is difference between 
force and law. 
“Just now the nations are en­ 
deavoring at Washington to curtail 
the ancient doctrine* of the supre­ 
macy of might, and I believe that 
henceforth this spirit will likewise 
be potent in composing some of our 
domestic troubles. 
“ I am frendly to the aspirations 
of laboring men for the betterment j 
of their condition, and I am a firm * 
believer in their right to organize I 
and to functon as organizations. I! 
cannot, however, sympathize with J 
the idea that the right of the rail- j 
way employes to strike outweighs I 
the right of men, women and child-; 
ren of this nation to toe protected \ 
against the disastrous results of J 
railway strikes.
